the county jail was a back number 
and would be in the discard. Gover- 
nor Brumbaugh has approved the bill 
which practically abolishes the coun- 
ty jail and substitutes industrial farm 
workhouses and reformatories. 
The 


State is divided into nine districts. 
Adams county is in the third district 
with Dauphin, York, Cumberland, 
Perry, Northumberland, Lebanon and 
Lancaster. These farms will be con- 
trolled by a board of trustees con- 
sisting of one county commissioner 
appointed by the President Judge of 
the Quarter Sessions Court in each 
county. 
There is no compensation 


for their work but the trustee will be 
entitled to the collection of their ex- 
penses.
